Buppowed He Was Bhot by Guards at
the Colliery—Companion Who Was
with Him at the Time of the XKill-
ing Runs Away and Says Nothing
of the Tragedy Until the Next
Morning—Sheriff's Posse Neces-
sary to jRestrain the Infuriated
Friendy Jlf the Vietim.

" Lulggl Vinagza, a striker, was found
@ead just outside the rtockade sur-
rounding the Willlnmm A, colllery nt
Lackawanna early yesterday morning.
It In supposed he was shot by a guard
nt the colllery, but, ag yet, the authori=
tles have been unable to make of this
anything more than a supposition,

A peculinr feature of the affalr s
that the dead man's chum, Gulseppe
Betetto, who was with him when the
shooting occurred, and whose hat Wis
plerced by a bullet, went home and (o
bed without saying anything to any
one concerning the tragedy, He offers
no reasonable explanation of his
gtrange conduct, The guards at the
colllery deny having done the shooling
and declare they heard no shots durlng
the night. Persons living In the vicin-
ity declure they heard several pistol
ghots nnd one rifle shot at about the
time, Betetto says the Killing oceurred.
|A B8-calibre revolver contiuining five
empty shells was found on the person
of the dead man,

The hody was found at 7 o'clock by
Buperintendent Hile of the Willlam A.
colllery, as he was on hls way to work.
He telephoned to the company's atlor-
neva, Willard, Warren and Knapp, and
they In turn Informed the coroner and
wherifr,

OFFICERE AT THE SCENE,

Coroner Ballry, Sheriff Schadt, Dis-
friet Attorney Lewlg and County De-
tective Phillips hastened to the scene.
The sheriff went down on a Lackawan-
na speclal accompanied by a number
of deputies. An immense crowd ol ex-
cited people surrounded the body and
until the arrival of the sheriff there
wiag danger of an assault on the col-
llery guards by the countrymen of the
wvietim, Mr, O'Malley, of the firm of
Willard, Warren and Knupp and Jos-
eph O'Brien, of O'Brien and Martin,
attorneys for the company, were early
on the scéne,

“Alhe crowd was dispersed and the
county officlals returned to this city,
bringing along the body and Betetto.
District Attorney Lewis with the aid
of the Ttallan consul, Mr. Tiscor, sub-
jected Betetto to a searching examina-
tien. '

He told that he and Vinazza were of
the same age, 27 years, and chums since
Yoyhood., They came from Italy to
this country, April 24 last, and located
in Connellton. Both worked In the
Willlam A, colllery before (he strike,

Monday they were In Scranton and
wvisiled several snloong. In the evening
they went to visit a friend on Bellevue
heights, About 10 o'clock they took a
car for home and got off ot Mudtown,
intending to walk the rest of the way
€0 a8 to save the additional fave,

VINAZZA SHOT,

Their route to_their boarding house
i Connellton todk them past the Wil-
llam A. colllery., Just as they turned
the corner of the stockade shots were
fired and Vinazza fell. Betetto  bent
low and van away., When he cane to

‘examine his hat he found the front rim

torn dingonally from the band to the
edge by a bullet.

He wus badly frightened and dazed
onid huastened home and to bed, He
did not tell hig boarding boss, he sald,
because he did not. know him very well.

Coroner Saltry and ex-Coroner 8 P,
Y.ongstreet performed an autopsy on
1the body at Cusick's undertaking es-
tablishment., Dr., W.- K. Dolan wus
present as the representative of the
company's attorneys, Three hours were
ppent In an unsuceessful search for the
bullet,

The Indications are that the ball en-
1ered the head behind the right enr and
took an upward course to the fore-
head. The frontal bone was fractured,
but the skin covering It was not brok-
en. Lacerations and hemorrhages of
the brain  showed that a bullet had
courged through it

When the doctors found a hole in the

back of the head and félt the fracture

of the skull at the forchead they
thought they would have no diMculty
In finding the ball. They searched and
searched, however, without discovering
even a eplinter of It They falrly. cut
the hend into mince meat but their
search romalned unrewnrded, At sup-
per time they gave up the search come
pletely puzzled. Today they will make
another effort,

HSEARCHING FOR HULLET.

Much depends on the finding of the
bullet and realizing this the dootors'
propose to take herole measures to lo-
cute (L. The opening in the back of the
head |8 of such dimenslons that It
might have been mode by a vifle ball of
lirge callbre, The hole, however, In (r-
regular and could have been made by
u #mall pistol ball, |

The dend man's light colored slouch
hat has a bullet hole In & rim. 1L I8
suppoged he had the rim turned down
on account of the rain and that the
hole war made by the bullet before It
entered his hend, It Is possible, how-
ever, that thig hole was ‘made by an-
other bullet,

Both the bullet which killed Vinazza
and the bullet which ripped the rim of
Betetto's hat apparently came from the
rear and took an upward course., It is
not Imposggible that they were shot in
mistake for deputies, but the more
plausible theory iz that deputles shot
them,

No arrests have as yet been made,
District Attorney Lewls sald vesterdny
afternoon he did not care to make ar-
rests until he had arrived at a satls-
fuctory theory of how the killlng oc-
curred. He supposes, he says, that
some guard at the colllery did the
ghooting but Is not yet satisfied that
this is not an erroneous supposition,

MINERS' OFFICIALS INVESTIGATE.

A number of the officlals of the 1Tni-
ted Mine Workeras went to Lackawan-
nit yesterday to Investigate the shoot-
ing with a view of cauglng the arrest
of the deputies. District President
Nicholls said yesterday that If thelr In-
vestigntions satiefy them the shooting
wus done by the guards, prosecutions
will be brought againat them, Some
action will llkely be taken today, when
the Investiguting commitiee will make
Its report,

There wag much Indignation among
the forelgn residents over the shooting
nnd they made all sorts of threats,
The guard at the colliery was doubled
lnst night and Sherlf Schadt went
down in the evening with a special
posse to preserve order. When dark-
negs came a thousand people collected
in the vieinity of the mine and an at-
tack might have been made on the
guards had not the sheriff's posse kept
the ¢rowd in check, Consul Tiscar wad-
dressed the crowd and induced them to
go home,

A number of cuarpenters and laborers
who were employed to bulld a new
breaker for the Lehigh  Valley Coal
company at its Mineral Spring mine
went on sirike yesterday because the
company would not grant them an 8-
hour day.

A telegram  was sent from  strike
headquarters to Presldent Mitchell in
the Wes) today that there was no truth
in the reporls that the strikers were
weuakening, on the contrary, the sltua-
tion was stated to be about the same
48 when he left and that the miners
were pulting up o noble fight,
